Shot three times by an unknown 
and cowardly assassin, who judg ing 
from the location of the bulletjwounds, 
approached him from the back, Mar­ 
iano Greco, a t rack walker of the Illi­ 
nois Central railroad, was killed Sun­ 
day morning at. Barnum’s crossing , 
about a q iile southeast of the city 
limits of Rockford. 
His pocket was 
rilled, althoug h a roll of bills was 
found beneath his clothing , and he 
was left on the railroad tracks so that 
a train that was about due would 
have struck him and mang led his re­ 
mains. 
Blood was oozing from the wounds 
in his head when the body was found. 
Clutched in the rig ht hand of the 
murdered man was his red (lag , used 
as a dang er sig nal, and the other was 
folded up beneath his body . 
The 
wrench used to tig hten the rails was a 
short distance away , evidently having 
been thrown when the tirst bullet 
struck h im . 
The evidence of Dr. F. VV. Calkins, 
who examined the ijody , showed that 
there were three bullet wounds. 
One 
of these was in the shoulder, near the 
center and toward the back, another 
was at the base of the skull, while the 
third one was back of the left ear. 
This bullet had penetrated into the 
head and was found embeded in the 
brain. 
Greco was a man about 30 y ears old 
and his only relative in Rockford is a 
brother, Philip Greco. The latter is 
about 21 y ears old and work* for the 
railroad. 
Their parents live in Sicily .
